have passed over to the Great Beyond 
are ever permitted to pierce the dim 
veil that separates Eternity from Time 
and look upon the acts of those they 
have long since left behind, Memorial 
Day in Atlanta yesterday presented a 
spectacle that must have made glad 
the hearts of that great chivalric host 
of confederate soldiery that has stack- 
ed arms with Lee and Jackson in the 
shade of the trees on the other side. 

And if it be that the annual cere- 
monies arranged in commemoration of 
one of the greatest and most spectacu- 
lar struggies in history is a token ofa 
nation’s love and reverence, then in- 
deed must the surviving remnant of 
that valiant army of the south feel to- 
day that the memory of the heroic 
sacrifice of the sixties is more endur- 
ing than tablets of marble and will 
last as long as the hearts of men. 

Love Is Grewing Stronger. 

Tiat love for the men who bore the 
brunt of battie in defense of the south 
grow’s stronger with the vanishing 
years was abundantly indicated Tues- 
day, when hundreds of Atlanta’s citi- 
zens, representing more different or- 


ganizations than. ever assembied be- Ww 


rere on a similar occasion, marched 
\hrough*@h¢ streeta_of the city Sar 298 
longest parade ever seen on Me-" 
moria! Day in the south. 

As the long procession, headed by 
‘(jrand Marsha! Joseph F. Burke and his 
staff, Governor Joséph M.-Brown and 
his staff and platoons of mounted and 
dismounted police, followed by the 
various military, patriotic and civic 
organizations, wound slowly through 
the streets it was greeted with cheer 
after cheer from the thousands of en- 
ihusiastic spectators who thronged 
both sides of the line of march from 
Mrskine fountain on Peachtree street 
to Oakland cemetery, where the me- 
morial exercises were held. 

The immense parade was reviewed 
by Governor Brown and staff and 
Grand Marshal Burke and his staff at 
the intersection of Washington and 
Hunter streets. 

It was extremely fitting that the 
review should have been held at that 
point. Just a few feet away and on 
ihe northeast corner of the capitol 
grounds stood the bronze statue of that 
peerless and beloved léader, General 
John B. Gordon, facing the direction 
in which the parade was advancing, 
and also facing northward—the direc- 
tion from which the invaders came 
when Gordon answered the call to 
arms. 

Responsive Chord Struck. 


The spirit of the occasion struck a 
responsive chord in the hearts of the 
men in the “thin gray line,” and as 
they passed the imposing statue of 
General Gordon, who stood with bared 
head, as if also on review, a spon- 
taneous cheer burst from their throats 
—a cheer that*was but a faint and 
passing echo of that rebel yell that 
atruck a chill in the hearts of men 
when it rose fierce, defiant and me- 
nacing above the roar of cannon and 
the rattle of musketry around Manas- 
sas and Gettysburg. 

The gigantic parade formed along 
Peachtree and West Peachtree streets 
at 1:30 o’clock with the head resting 
at the intersection of Peachtree and 
West Peachtree streets. There was 
no hitch or delay in the program and 
promptly at 2 o’clock the line moved 
forward, the line of march being out 
Peachtree to Whitehall to Hunter and 
out Hunter to Oakland cemetery. 

Following the grand marshal and 
the geverncr was the first division, 
eommanded by General Albert L. Mills, 
ef the department of the gulf. It was 
composed of the Seventeenth infantry 
band. the Seventeenth infantry ste- 
tioned at Fort McPherson and the 
Second field battery of the Georgia 
national guard. > 

The second division, commanded by 
General Clifford L. Anderson, of the 
national guard, was made up of the 
Fifth infantry band, the Fifth infantry 
and hospital corps and the Governor's 
Horse Guard.

He said in the beginning 
they were told that the acceptance of 
the bill’ without condition was to be 
the test of party loyalty, and that it 
must go through without debate, But 
notwithstanding this edit, some im- 
‘portant amendments had been made, 
and the supporters of the bill had been 
compelled to meet debate with debate. 

So long as the republican party 
had responded to the popular demand 
that leadership should represemt the 
will of the party, it had been success- 
ful, he said, but when it changed ito 
the opposite plan, alb prospect of har- 
mony was gone, 


Party Leadership. 


Intreductorily Mr. Clapp made gome 
reference to the leadership in the 
democratic party, and was interrupted 
with an inquiry from Mr Stone as to 
republican leadership in the past few 
years. :

Paris, April 26.—Bjornstjorne Bjorn- 
son, the Norwegian poet, novelist and 
dramatist, reformer and advocate of 
universal peace, died here tonight, sur- 
rounded by his family. His end was 
peaceful, 

The last serious illness of the novel- 
ist extended over Nearly a year. He 
was brought to Paris inthe early 
part of last November for special treat- 
ment, He was accompanied by 
his wife and daughter, a phy- 
siclan and nurses, and during part 
of the journey he traveled with the 
king of Denmark in the king's private 
car. 

In Paris, however, he was unable to 
receive the treatment for arterio 
sclerosis, from which he was suffering; 
but, notwithstanding this, he. showed 


marked improvement for a time, due) 
entirely to hig wonderful vitality. | 
Again last February his death was ex- | 
pected momentarily, but the _ crisis 
passed, leaving him less able to with-, 
stand the next attack. During the. 
past week it was apparent that he, 
could not hold out much longer, and | 
prior to his death he was unconscious | 
for some hours.

With Popular Expectation. 
Earnings for Quarter Ending 
March 31 Caused Some Dis- 
appointment. 


New York, April 26.—At a quarterly 
meeting of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration today the directors declared a 


regular dividend of 1% per cent on the 
common shares, thereby increasing the 
rate from 4 per cent to 6 per cent an- 
nually. 

In a statement to the directors, 
Chairman Gary announced that any ad- 
ditional disbursements hereafter made 
on the common stock will take the 
form of “extra dividends.” The action 
of the directors was in line with pop- 
ular expectations, although the course 
of Steel common in the late session of 
the stock market seemed to reflect 
some uncertainty on this point. 

Earnings for Quarter. 

Earnings for the quarter ending 
March 31 last amounted to $37,616,876, 
with net returns of $31,503,194. These 
figures are likely to cause some disap- 
pointment, as conservative forecasters 
had fixed gross returns at not less than 
$39,000,000. 

Comparison with the first quarter of 


1909, when an “open market” with re- 
sultant cuts in prices prevailed, shows 
a marked increase in earnings and 
business on hand. Gross returns for 
this year’s first quarter are $4,695,608 
greater than those for the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year, while net 
earnings are larger by $12,418,125. 

Unfilled orders on hand March 31 
last aggregated 5,402,514 tons, against 
3,542,595 tons at the end of last year’s 
first quarter. The usual quarterly divi- 
dend of 1% per cent on the preferred 
shares, payable May 28, was declared. 

The common dividend is payable 
June 29.

A speciment of the blackbuck of In- 
dia has been presented to the G. V. 
Gress zoo at Grant park by I. H. Op- 
penheim, of Atlanta, and the beauti- 
ful animal is expected to arrive in the 
city during the latter part of this 
week. The antelope was purchased by 
Mr. Oppenheim from Carl Hagenback, 
through his agent in the United States,

JOHN M. SLATON DELIVERS 
-MEMORIAL DAY ADDRESS 


Hon. Jonn M. Slaton, president of 
the Georgia senate, delivered the 
Memorial Day address at the Confed- 
erate monument in Oakland. 

Mr. Blaton said in part: 


‘jueadies of the Memorial Association, 
Survivors of the Confederate Army, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: From this spot 
we behold the evidence of what is 
called ‘The New South.’ The tall 
chimneys of the factories speak of 
whirring machinery and thousands of 
workmen. The great buildings relate 
the achievements of labor and tell the 
mighty activities of trade and toil. 
The railroads with their powerful en- 
gines and myriad tracks suggest the 
gigantic forces of commerce, annihi- 
lating space and bringing into easy 
intercowrze remote sections of the 
giobe. School houses crown the sum- 
mits of our hills or brighten with 
ehildren’s voices the shadows of our 
giens. Our great cities, ‘proud with 
spires and with turrets crowned’ bear 
testimiony to an industrious and busy 
people. Our mines and quarries pour 
forth their wealth, and tell the re- 
sources of our land. The pines of the 
south transfer the sweet music of 
their forest glades to the firesides of 
distant states. Our marble and granite 
adorn and beautify the lofty struc- 
tures of the distant metropolis. The 
air is alive with the sound of ac- 
tity and the ceaseless strivings of an 
aspiring people. The days are too 
sbort and the nights too long for this 
mighty energy that conquers the re- 
sources of nature and arrests the at- 
tention of distant continents. And yet 
today the farmer lays aside his plow, 
and leaves the fields that invite with 
promise of richest harvest; the factory 
eests its whirring wheels and the 
workman ceases his labor: the banker 
closes. his doors and the merchant 
his place of trade. What fairy power 
or talismanic wand has effected the 
transformation? Ah, my friends, it is 
an influence more potent than the 
fabled spell of the geni!l of the Ara- 
bian Nights. It is a force which has 
achieved more than all the instrumén- 
talities of commerce. It is a spirit 
whose value can not be measured in 
the jewels of the east or the rewards 
of the victorious barbarian. It is re- 
membrance of the past and our obli- 
gation to it. It is reverence for the 
sacrifices and achievements of our 
fathers. It is fidelity and loyalty to 
their principles, which are and for- 
ever shall remain inviolable. 


Meaning of Memortal Day. 


“Bach year this day is given in ten- 
der tribute to those who thought not 
of themselves. In every village and 
county of Georgia the schools are 
elosed and little children are taught 


the meaning of the anniversary. ‘The 
legislature of the state, reflecting the 
sentiment of a loving and grateful 
people, have made it a day of homage, 
dedicating it to the memory of as 
glorious a struggle as ever illumined 
the pages of history. The proceasion, 
as it passes through the streets of 
this populous community to the city 
of the dead, beholds on the Capitol 
Square the equestrian statue of the 
Chevalier Bayard of the Confederacy, 
John B. Gordon. 

Embodying within himself the very 
soul of the south, coursing through 
his veins the warmth of her summer 
suns, and pulsing with every beat of 
his heart her courage, fidelity and 
lofty chivalry, this people placed upon 


their grounds a monument that might‘ 


keep renewed their deathless love in 
generations yet unborn. For myself, } 
wish that effigies in stone of all our 
great of the south should be made 
companions of the noble Gordon, and 
form there a pantheon to testify that 
the people of Georgia can never forget 
the sacrifices of an ancestry that 
recked not the cost. Amidst them in 
noble outline and in heroic proportion, 
should rise in.

CONDEMNED nent 


‘Lesson to Farmers, Says 
Lee, to Plant It at Home. 


Since the order went out against 
the shipment of damaged corn into 
Georgia, some $20,000 worth of west- 
ern corn has been comdemned and sale 
forbidden in this state by Pure Food 
Inspector P. A. Methvin. 

President John Lee, of the Georgia 
Farmers’ Union, makes this startling 
fact a text for a little heart-to-heart 
talk to Georgia’s farmers. 

“The people of Georgia are now com- 
pelled to pay 2 cents a bushel extra for 
corn that is guaranteed to pass in- 
spection,” said President Lee. 

“This igs a direct tax upon the people 
of the state for protection from the 
bad corn and other cereals which are 
sent to us from the west. 

“It is a protection that we need and 
ought to have, but there is in it a 
lesson which every Georgia farmer 
should take to himself. 

“The moral of it is PLANT CORN. 
Plant cereals and food products. 

“We can raise the pure article right 
here at home-—an article that needs no 
inspection. 

“And the Georgia farmer can get 
more money out cf it than he gets 
from cotton. 

“Much of the cotton crop has been 
destroyed by the cold. In replanting 
the farmers of this state can do no 
better than to replace the lost cotton 
with corn. 

“They should follow this policy, and 
do it at once, for it will abundantly 
pay.” 


WOODMEN WIN 
IN HIGH COURT 


Supreme Court Refuses 
Motion for Re- 
hearing. 


The supreme court of Georgia on 
yesterday put an end to the litigation 
originating before Judge Pendleton, of 
Fulton superior court, and involving 
the rights of the incorporators of the 
Columbian Woodmen, by refusing to 
grant the motion for rehearing filed in 
behalf of J. B. Frost and his associate 
incorporators, through Messrs. Smith, 
Hastings and Ransom. 

The effect ofthe decision of the su- 
preme ‘court“w be to put dn end’ to 
all..controversies in the Columbian 
Woodmen as to the power of the board 
of directors to contro) the affairs of 
the order, subject to its annual con- 
ventions, and to conclude a litigation 
of unusual public interest on account 
of the large amount involved in the 
case, the unique questions of law, and 
the vigor with which the legal contest 
has been waged by counsel on both 
sides. 

Ex-Governor Hoke Smith in person 
directed the case for Mr. Frost and 
his associates in the original case and 
upon the motion for rehearing, while 
in both cases the Columbian Woodmen 
and its victorious board of directors 
were represented by Albert Howell, 
Jr., and Arthur Heyman, of the firm of 
Dorsey, Brewster, Howell. & Heyman.

Building Much Admired. 

The new building, the gift of Mr. 
Carnegie, won the admiration of*-all 
the distinguished company that pass- 
ed within the bronze-grilled portals, 
both at the dedicatory exercises this 
afternoon and the reception tonight, 
at which President Taft and Mr. Car- 
negie headed the receiving party. 

“T esteem it a great honor to the 
United States of America,” said the 
president at the dedicatory exercises,, 
“that the other twenty Amenican re- 
publics should decide that this home 
of international union should be here 
on this soil. As the elder sister of 
the republics we take great pride in 
that fact. As the elder sister we also 
are anxious that each member of the 
family should know that we believe 
in absolute equality in every member 
of the family. There is nothing in 
preference that we insist upon because | 
of the fact that we are the older 
mation and for the time being can 
count more noses.” 

A Greater Bond of Friendship. 
President Taft referred to the work 
that Secretaries Blaine and Root had 
é to bring about a greater bond of 
friendship among the American re- 
publics. He congratulated the other 
American republics upon the progress 
they have made in the past two de- 
cades, not alone in the matter of com- 
merce, but toward a peaceful settle- 
ment of all djsputes. 

“It goes without saying,” he added 
in conclusion, “that in the foreign 
policy of the United States, its great- 
est object is peace among the Ameri- 
can republics. We twenty-ofie repub- 
lics cannot afford to have “any two 
Or three of us quarreling. We must. 
stop. The organizations and work of 
this bureau of the republiag-is doing 
much in that direction. But: Mr. Car- 
negie and I will never be’ satisfied 
until nineteen of us can intégvene by 
proper measures to suppress @\quarrel 
between any two of us.” 

Tribute to John Barrett.’

Indianapolis, Ind., April 26.—An open 
break among the hundreds of dele- 
gates to the democratic state conven- 
ition assembled in the big lobby of the 
'Denison hotel, over. the question 
'whether the convention, which opens 
tomorrow night, shall indorse to next 
vear’s legislature a candidate for the 
United States senate, or whether a pri- 
many election to name a_ candidate 
shall be called, brought about earnest 
~conferences among the party leaders 
tonight to decide upon a course that 
would forestall a possible disruption 
of the convention. 

Taggart Roundly Deswounced. 

The crisis came late today when 
John R. Lamb, of Terre Haute, vice 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee, was hoisted upon a chair 
in the packed lobby of the hotel, de- 
nounced as a “boss” Thomas Taggart. 
farmer chairman of the national com- 
mittee, and declared that the conven- 
“~ should not be a “Taggart Christ- 
nvas tree.’ Both Lamband Taggart are 
c@pididates for the nomination to the 
United States senate. , Lamb advocates 
the plan originally proposed by Gov- 
ernor Thomas R. Marshall, that the 
convention shall indorse a candidate. 

Taggeart'’s Position. 

Taggart maintains that the conven- 
tion is not “popularly representative,” 
and proposes the primary method. 
When a-delegation of 600 from Terre 
Haute and the fifth congressional dis- 
‘trict, headed -by a brass band, pushed 
its way into the crowded hotel lobby, 
Shouts of “Lam®”’ went wp, and Lamb 
‘then made a vigorous speech amid the 
uproar ‘of the th¥ong that pressed 
about him.

What effect will the recent almost unprecedented visitation of | 


Too much dependence should not be placed upon premature | 
prophecy. The soil, the plants and the trees have a trick, often, of | 
disproving the.estimates of authorities, made hastily and very’ 
frequently more upon theoretic deductions than upon ascertained, 
facts. ; 

When all this is said by way of reservation, it remains probable 
that young cotton, sprouted and in seed, has been destroyed in a 
wide belt from the Atlantic to the Mississippi. If this is the case, 
not all the industry of the farmer in replanting can avert a short 
crop. And that is, admitting that the farmers so afflicted can 
secure sufficient seed, a matter of grave doubt at the present} 
moment, 

A short, or rather a medium, crop means high prices. High 
prices for cotton, provided the yield is not abnormally small, means 
universal prosperity for the southern states. 

No consideration of the situation with regard to cotton can{ 
be complete that-does not reckon on the size of the crop originally 
pianted. ae 

In this regard opinions vary. From some sources has come 
the statement that a large crop had béen pitched early in the season. 
Equally reliable authorities have maintained that diversified products 
had divided the acres with the fleecy staple, with the effect of 
insuring only a normal yield of the latter. 

If the first view is authentic, then the depredations of the frost 
king will prove to have been a benefaction in the most emphatic 
degree. From any angle it appears that the south will have been 
better off for the belated blizzard than without it, provided, of 
course, sufficient seed can be secured to guarantee a normal output. 

In other phases, the devastations of the cold are not happy. 
The south has never planted enough vegetables, grains or truck 
generally. If the moderate quantity put into the ground this spring 
has been radically and irrevocably depleted, there will be a fly 
in the ointment of a high-priced cotton crop. 

All these conjectures are, however, excursions into the realm 
of speculation. Nothing definite will be disclosed until the actual 
inroads of the cold have been accurately revealed. This much 
is well-nigh certain: We are not likely to have a market-shattering 
yield of cotton. And that is much for which to be thankful.

Atlanta, as well as the rail- 
roads centering here, yearly lose incalculable business through

College Women Meet. 

The following contribution is an in- 
teresting summary of the reports made 
at a recent meeting of the Southern As- 
sociation of College Women on @ per- 
tinent topic: 

“An investigation

ern Association of College Wom- 
en must be of interest to 
all who have been watching eagerly 
for the success of the movement for 
licensing washerwomen, It is indeed 
startling to be told that the mumber. of 
deaths among the blacks is propor- 
tionately about three times that of 
whites here in Atlanta; it is still more 
startling to hear that of these a great 
part were due to scarlet fever, diph- 
theria. measles, whooping cough and 
smallpox—al) contagious—and tubercu- 
losis, and there is hardly a white fam!i- 
lv in the chty that has not some con- 


nection with a negro family or settle- 
ment through house servants or 
washerwomen. 

“The inefficiency of the city health 
regulations seems to be to blame for 
much of the spread of contagious dis- 
eases from blacks to whites. There 
is, it is true, a smallpox hospital, but 
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diphtheria and scarlet fever are only 
placarded. which insures perfect quar- 
antine only with good plumbing and 
with the cooperation of the patient and 
his household, and, most of all, whoop- 
ing cough and measles—the latter 
especially menacing in its after-effects 
—-and tuberculosis are unprovided for. 
Further, as we all know, that simplest 
methods cannot always be carried out 
on account of inefficiency of the at- 
tending physicians—scarlet fever and 
measles are especially difficult to diag- 
nose—and because of the lack of co- 
operation; in fact, the actual opposi- 
tion of the infected households. which 
amounts almost to violence in many 
cases. 

“Of course, while our sanitary pro- 
visions do not arrange for perfect 
segregation of contagious or infectious 
diseases, there will always be strong 
opposition 40 @ licensing mov ement on 
the ground that {ft deprives the women 
of their means of support when they 
are most in need of money to fight a 
sickness efféctively. 
argument for better provision for con- 
tagious diseases. But it seems ques- 
tlonable whether even our love of hu- 
manity should allow us to let existing 
conditions remain. And a single 
gliimpse at the typical negro settle- 
ment where our servants come from 
and our washing is done would prob- 
ably be convincing.”
